Jack  Huggins  was  appointed  to  fill  the  vice-president's  position  for  the  remaining  one 
year  of  the  term.  The  top  five  vote  getters  were  elected  to  a two  year  term  and  the 
remaining  candidate  will  fill  Jack's  one  year  term  as  a governor.  Results  of  the  election 
are  elsewhere  in  the  Digest.  I thank  everyone  who  took  time  to  vote. 

A special  thanks  to  all  who  participated  in  the  raffle  and  especially  to  those  who  bought 
extra  tickets.  This  is  our  source  of  extra  money  to  keep  ILNA  going  at  current  levels.

Huggins  replied  that  he  would  set  up  such  a table  at  the  upcoming 
Dupo  club  show.  Thanks  were  given  to  Jimmy  Kaczor  for  the  new  members  he  acquired 
during  his  travels  with  the  “ILNA  Table”. 

Regarding  ILNA’s  electrical  wiring,  Wasmer  stated  that  he  had  not  yet  received  a 
response  from  the  Decatur  Coin  Club  concerning  any  possible  partial  ownership  of 
same. 

In  regards  to  the  1 996  Fall  Show,  Wasmer  said  that  there  were  a few  contract  points  yet 
to  be  discussed  - table  rental,  etc.  Irmen  and  DeModica  volunteered  to  handle  contract 
negotiations  with  the  hotel  and,  if  necessary,  explore  other  possible  sites.

Due  to  an  increasingly  busy  business  schedule,  Dennis  unfortunately 
found  himself  unable  to  give  ILNA  the  attention  he  felt  it  deserved,  and  decided  to  step 
down  for  that  reason.  He  conveyed  to  the  board  that  he  thoroughly  enjoyed  his  tenure, 
and  expressed  his  best  wishes  for  ILNA.  He  will  be  missed. 

With  this  in  mind,  Wasmer  appointed  Jack  Huggins  as  the  new  Vice  President  of  ILNA. 
With  this  appointment,  a board  vacancy  was  created,  making  a total  of  6 slots  to  be 
filled.  As  there  were  6 candidates  on  the  ILNA  ballot,  a motion  was  made  by  Kaczor 
and  seconded  by  Irmen  to  accept  all  6 candidates  as  elected.  Motion  carried.  A second 
motion  was  made  by  Kaczor,  seconded  by  DeValk  for  the  lowest  vote  getter  to  fill  the 
1-year  remaining  term  of  Huggins.  Motion  carried. 

Guest  speaker  John  Wilson  discussed  with  the  board  the  possibility  of  ILNA  hosting  a 
Central  States  Numismatic  Society  regional  show.  He  outlined  the  basic  requirements 
and  gave  the  names  of  contact  people  for  more  information.

Thanks  were  given  to  John  for  his  fine 
presentation.

A Short  History  of  the  "Redbook" 

by  J.  Zillion,  Westlake  Rare  Coins 

If  you  were  to  ask  any  collector  of  U.S.  coins  what  value  guide  is  sitting  on  his  or  her 
bookshelf,  you  would  most  likely  get  the  following  response:  "The  Redbook".  The 
Guide  Book  of  United  States  Coins,  given  the  nickname  "Redbook"  by  numismatists 
because  of  its  distinctive  red  cover,  is  easily  the  most  well-known  coin  value  guide  in 
the  U.S.  today. 

The  "Redbook"  was  the  creation  of  the  late  R.  S.  Yeoman,  an  avid  numismatist  whose 
first  contribution  to  the  hobby  was  not  a book,  but  rather  the  first  "coin  folder".  His 
original  design  of  1 940  is  still  used  today  in  what  we  know  as  the  "Whitman"  coin  folder. 

After  this  invention.  Yeoman's  love  of  the  coin  hobby  grew  rapidly.  In  1942,  realizing 
the  need  for  an  accurate  guide  to  wholesale  coin  values.  Yeoman  published  the  first 
edition  of  the  Handbook  of  United  States  Coins  (commonly  known  as  the  "Blue  book"). 
Following  its  release,  the  next  logical  step,  in  Yeoman's  view,  was  to  create  another 
price  guide,  this  time  devoted  to  average  retail  coin  values.  Thus,  the  "Redbook" 
debuted  with  its  first  edition  in  1947.  Unlike  the  previous  "Bluebook",  which  was 
devoted  primarily  to  price  figures,  the  "Redbook"  contained  a greater  amount  of 
information  on  such  topics  as  collecting  fundamentals,  history,  and  grading,  as  well  as 
retail  values  on  everything  from  Colonial  through  modem  issues.

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Let's  Talk  Currency 

What  To  Collect 

by  Tim  Kyzivat  - LaGrange,  Illinois 

This  popular  series  of  notes  came  about  with  the  establishment  of  the  Federal  Reserve 
System.  Notes  were  issued  in  two  series,  1 9 16  and  1 9 1 8,  and  were  issued  by  the  twelve 
federal  reserve  districts.  They  are  much  like  the  current  federal  reserve  notes  in 
circulation.  The  obligations  differ  on  the  two  series  but  the  notes  are  otherwise  the  same. 
They  were  issued  in  denominations  of  $1,  $2,  $5,  $10,  $20  and  $50.  The  most  popular 
of  the  series  is  the  $2  note  nicknamed  the  Battleship  note  for  it's  outstanding  reverse

design  of  a battleship  of  World  War  1 vintage.  It  is  a very  popular  note  that  has  always 
been  a favorite  of  collectors.  The  $ 1 note  has  a beautiful  eagle  carrying  the  American 
flag  on  the  back,  another  very  sharp  and  popular  design.  The  $1,  $2  and  $5  notes  are 
available  for  modest  prices  but  the  $ 10  and  $20  notes  are  quite  rare,  having  been  issued 
by  only  six  and  five  different  districts  respectively.  The  $50  is  a true  modem  rarity 
having  been  issued  only  by  the  St.  Louis  district.  Examples  are  highly  prized  by 
collectors  and  there  are  about  1 1 0 notes  currently  recorded.  The  back  designs  of  the  $ 1 0, 
$20  and  $50  notes  are  the  same  as  on  the  Federal  Reserve  Notes. 

This  finishes  my  discussions  of  the  different  types  of  large  size  type  notes.  1 hope  that 
you  have  found  these  notes  interesting  and  educational.  With  so  many  different  types 
and  denominations  to  choose  from,  collecting  currency  can  be  a challenging  and  very 
rewarding  hobby.  Many  of  these  notes  are  quite  available,  although  not  always  in  better

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condition.  Others  are  true  rarities  and  can  be  almost  impossible  to  locate  being  available 
only  when  large  and  old  time  collections  are  dispersed.  The  challenge  of  hunting  for 
the  notes  and  searching  out  just  the  right  note  to  buy  makes  this  hobby  a great  one. 
Money  alone  cannot  make  some  of  these  notes  appear  as  they  are  truly  rare  and  not

available  in  the  quantities  that  even  very  rare  coins  are  available.  It  is  a hobby  to  be 
enjoyed  over  the  long  haul,  patiently  building  a collection  that  reflects  your  likes  and 
tastes  and  not  merely  filling  holes  in  a book  or  looking  for  that  special  piece  all  locked 
up  in  plastic.  These  pieces  of  history  are  meant  to  be  handled  (in  most  cases)  and  have 
been  handled  over  their  lifetime  and  have  been  saved  and  passed  on  for  us  to  enjoy  and 
eventually  pass  on  to  a new  generation  of  collectors. 

Before  I move  on  to  other  areas  of  currency,  I want  to  finish  this  article  with  a preview 
of  some  of  the  ideas  I have  for  future  articles.  Among  the  articles  to  come  are  . . .

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The  1909  Lincoln  Cent 


by  Thomas  LaMarre 


What's  the  longest-running  U.S.  coin?  If  you  guessed  the  Lincoln  cent,  you're  right. 
With  an  occasional  face-lift  to  restore  its  detail,  "Honest  Abe's"  portrait  has  appeared 
on  the  penny  for  more  than  80  years. 

This  is  "ANA'S  Money  Talks",  and  it  wasn't  on  Lincoln's  birthday,  but  in  August  of 
1909,  that  the  first  Lincoln  pennies  were  placed  into  circulation.  The  new  coins  were 
minted  in  honor  of  the  100th  anniversary  of  Lincoln's  birth  - and  they  were  hailed  as 
an  artistic  success.  Lincoln's  biographer,  Carl  Sandburg,  said,  "the  common,  homely 
face  of 'Honest  Abe'  looked  good  on  the  penny  - the  coin  of  the  common  folks  from  whom 
he  came,  and  to  whom  he  belongs." 

Although  nearly  30,000,000  of  the  coins  had  been  made  for  distribution  throughout  the 
United  States,  the  entire  supply  was  quickly  depleted.  In  New  York  City,  people  waited 
in  line  for  more  than  an  hour  to  obtain  Lincoln  pennies . . . and  newsboys  on  Wall  Street 
were  soon  doing  a brisk  trade  in  the  new  coins.  Demand  was  so  great  that  a leading  coin 
dealer  predicted  Lincoln  pennies  would  never  reach  general  circulation. 

Still,  not  eveiyone  liked  the  design.  The  New  York  Times  complained  Lincoln  didn't 
need  the  "immortality"  of  a copper  coin ...  and  some  critics  felt  that  the  initials  of  the 
coin's  designer,  Victor  D.  Brenner,  were  too  prominent.  After  just  a few  weeks, 
production  of  Lincoln  pennies  was  suspended  so  Brenner's  initials  could  be  deleted  from 
the  design.  Members  of  the  American  Numismatic  Association  protested  the  removal

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MAKING  SENSE 

by  John  D.  Wright,  NLG 

This  was  the  year  that  Britain  passed  an  act  to  forbid  cotton-mill  hiring  of  children 
below  age  9 and  limiting  child-labor  to  12-hour  workdays.  Madame  Tussaud’s  wax 
museum  opened  in  London  this  year. 

Napoleon  sent  his  brother-in-law  at  the  head  of  a 25,000  man  army  to  put  down  a Hatian 
rebellion.  Leclerc  and  22,000  of  his  army  died  there  of  yellow  fever. 

Soybeans  were  introduced  to  the  United  States  this  year  from  Britain.  DuPont  built  a 
gunpowder  factory  near  Wilmington.  The  U.S.  Military  Academy  was  founded  at  West 
Point,  New  York. 

Arlington  House  was  completed  on  a Virginia  hill  across  the  Potomac  from  the  U.S. 
capital  for  Martha  Washington’s  grandson.  It  will  later  pass  to  his  son-in-law  Robert 
E.  Lee,  and  later  yet  will  be  seized  by  the  U.S.  government  and  turned  for  spite  into  a 
graveyard,  now  known  as  Arlington  National  Cemetery. 

The  classical  U.S.  rarity  of  this  year  is  the  half  dime,  though  the  quarter  eagle  is  equally 
rare.  By  now  you’ve  probably  guessed  that  the  year  is  1802.  And  you  could  buy  a U.S. 
cent  of  this  historic  year  for  as  little  as  $8  (fair)  to  $75  (fine). 

Five  of  every  six  U.S.  coins  made  this  year  were  cents.  For  the  collector  of  Guidebook 
listings  only  three  relatively  inexpensive  cents  are  needed,  and  all  are  readily  available 
in  any  grade  you  want,  even  (at  a price)  in  XF  or  better.

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This  is  a wonderful  year  for  a first  foray  into  variety  collecting.  Fourteen  obverse  and 
thirteen  reverse  dies  were  used  in  twenty  combinations  to  make  over  3.4  million  cents 
ofthis  fascinating  year.  One  is  a carryover  1/000  reverse  from  1801,  two  omit  the  wreath 
stems  flanking  the  fraction,  one  obverse  has  the  "T”  of  LIBERTY  punched  over  a "Y", 
and  several  come  with  impressive  cracks  and/or  cuds. 

Fourteen  of  the  twenty  1802  cent  varieties  are  rather  common,  and  the  variety 
differences  are  mostly  easy  to  spot.  The  four  scarce  and  two  rare  varieties  of  the  year 
are  not  too  intimidating  for  the  beginner.  You  can  expect  to  complete  a variety  set  of 
1 802  cents  in  three  to  ten  years  depending  on  your  diligence  and  luck. 

There  are  at  least  fourteen  examples  known  of  the  rarest  1 802  cent  (NC2)  and  over  thirty 
examples  of  the  second-rarest  (NCI).  I know  of  nine  complete  variety  collections  of 
this  year  and  over  another  dozen  that  lack  a single  variety.  Unless  you  insist  on  all  coins 
being  VF  or  better,  only  one  piece  should  cost  four  figures.  And  if  you  get  very  lucky 
you  could  avoid  the  premium  by  cherrypicking  both  of  the  rarities.  A near-Fine  NCI 
of  1802  turned  up  that  way  at  a Milwaukee  show  just  a few  months  ago.

of  the  initials,  but  the  Treasury  stuck  to  its  decision  - until  1918,  when  the  nearly 
microscopic  initials  "VDB”  were  added  below  Lincoln's  shoulder. 

In  1959,  the  wheat  ears  on  the  reverse  side  of  the  penny  were  replaced  by  a depiction 
of  the  Lincoln  Memorial  - just  in  time  for  the  150th  anniversary  of  the  "Great 
Emancipator's"  birth.
